He always went on these journeys cheer- 
fully enough, but when he was ordered 
to go to Boston Thursday he went to his 
home at 3285 Irving street in a singular 
state of depression. He told his wife 
and friends that he felt certain that he 
•would meet his death on tho trip and re- 
fused to be laughed out of his convic- 
tion. 


His wife accompanied him to the 


Broad street station, and after ho had 
got on the train he jumped off to em- 
brace her again and begged her to at 
least go with him. She could not leave 
their little daughter, and he went alone. 


She caught some of his worry hersolf 


and did not sleep a wink ftll night and 
was hardly surprised to get a telegram 
next afternoon telling of his sudden 
death. She came to this city and took 
the body to Philadelphia.—New York 
World. 


Tlie Paris Universal E-slilbltion. 


One of the principal events of tbe 


week has been the issue of a dccreo, 
signed by President Carnot and pub- 
lished in The Journal OfHciel, organis- 
ing the commission for the universal ex- 
hibition to be held here in 1900. Tho 
measures proposed are similar to those 
taken for the exhibition hero four years 
ago. 
One of the most intimate friends 


of the president, M. Alfred Picard of 
the Conseil d'Etat, is named commis- 
sary general and director in chief of the 
entire enterprise, and he will be aided 
in his herculean task by numerous con- 
sultative committees.

On Ralnler's Top. 


The first party to reach the top of 


Mount Eainier this year made the trip 
ahout five weeks ago. It has been gen- 
erally thought that it would be impossi- 
ble to reach the summit this year be- 
cause of the immense amount of snow 
that fell last winter. Dr. Joseph Felix, 
professor of geology in the university at 
Leipsic, who climbed Rainier three weeks 
ago, pronounces it far more interesting 
than any of the mountains of Europe or 
of Mexico. Mount Rainier has 17 gla- 
ciers, 8 large volcano craters at its sum- 
mit and several other craters along its 
sides. 


Fonnd a Nugget Worth 8983.5O. 


One of the handsomest nuggets of 


gold ever brought into Los Angeles was 
shown the other day by John S. Reed, 
a well known California miner, who has 
••lately been prospecting in the gold dis- 
trict 40 miles northeast of Mojave. The 
nugget weighs exactly 56$ ounces and 
is worth §983.50. It is in appearance 
like a medium sized cobblestone and 
has evidently been twice as big as it now 
is, for there is a mark showing where 
half of it has been broken off. Mr. Reed 
unfortunately could not find the missing 
half.—San Francisco Examiner. 


To Suppress Peculiar Industries. 


The French government has deter- 


mined to suppress two new and peculiar 
industries. One is a process for turning 
old playing cards into new in order to 
escape tbe heavy tax. The authorities 
have seized three such factories. The 
treasury has already lost 1600,000 
through their operations.

for repeal, and of the 126 Republicans 
in that body only eleven were against 
repeal. 


These facts should dissipate whatever 


lingering doubts there may be in the 
minds oC the people of Nevada as to 
the attitude of tho old parties on what 
is conceded to be the paramount ques- 
tion of tho day. No person who sin- 
cerely believes in tho restoration of sil- 
ver to its old standard can consistently 
support either the Democratic or Re- 
publican parties ns now organized. The 
man who does so is a dissembler, who, 
lacking tho imuiluioHs to express his 
houest couvictions, tries to accomplish 
by deception what he could not hope to 
do by openly avowing his purposes. 


Fifty per cent of tho Democrats and 


90 per cent of the Republicans in Con- 
gress are opposed to the free coinage of 
silver; yut mou in Nevada pretending 
to have the wolfare of the ytate ut 
heart and to favor tho restoration of 
silver uphold one or the other of those 
parties. Such persons must be fools, 
who are not accountable for their acts, 
or designing knaves iuteut ouly on self- 
aggrandizement, regardless of conse- 
quences to tho people.

WASHINGTON,

2.—Many 


Congressmen received a card from the 
American 
Protective 
Association, 


whose methods in elections in Michi- 
gan and elsewhere were severely at- 
tacked in Congress a few days ago, 
setting forth its objects. The card de- 
clares that it is non-sectarian and non- 
partisan and composed only of true 
Americans, regardless of nationality, 
for the purpose of purifying politics; 
attacking no man's religion as long as 
he does not make it an element in pol- 
itics; that its aim is to preserve in the 
Government the principles of the Dec- 
laration of Independence against the 
encroachment of all foreign influence; 
that it regards all religio-political 
organizations as enemies of civil and 
religious liberty; that it is unwise to 
give political or military power to men 
who owe supretko allegiance to any 
foreign power, political or ecclesiasti- 
cal; that it favors one general nnsec- 
tarian free school system,,, and op- 
poses the use of public funds for sec- 
tarian purposes; it favors the enact- 
ment of laws to protect American 
laborers from the. influence of pauper 
and criminal labor sent here by Eu- 
ropean societies, but is not opposed to 
honest, educated immigrants who are 
ready to become genuine American cit- 
izens. 


The Sandlot Camp. 


FRANCISCO, November 2.—Cap- j 


tain McFee'a report of the aid given' 
out at the free labor camp shows that 
fifty-two families, comprising 22? in- 
dividuals, are receiving assistance. 
Some of these families are late arrivals 
from other parts of the State and coun- 
try, bat the actual proportion is not 


{ known. 


The present manager took charge of 


the camp on October 6th, and the num- 
ber of meals served at the sandlot from 
that time to November 1st, twenty-five 
days, was 33,885, or an average of more 
than 1,356 per day.

Th« bill to suspend for one year the 


clause of tho act of 1872 requiring the 
annual expenditure of $100 on unpat- 
ented mining claims, which passed 
both Houses of Congress, is not yet a 
law. 
The bill as passed by the House 


exempted all unpateuted claims. It 
was amended in the Senate by insert- 
ing a clause excluding claims owned 
by corporations and non-residents 
from its benefits. 
Conferees were ap- 


pointed by both Houses, and when they 
met Senator Pettigrew presented peti- 
tions from miners in the Black Hills 
protesting against the passage o[ the 
bill. It was finally agreed that South 
Dakota should be excluded from tho 
operations of the law, and with this 
proviso it was favorably reported to 
tho House. If the House concurs in 
the amendment tho bill will become a 
law. 


It appears that foreign corporations 


claim several gold aud tin mines in the 
Black Hills of South Dakota. The 
miners are not fovorably disposed 
toward these corporations and insist 
that they shall make the annual ex- 
penditure on their claims or abandon 
them; hence their petition that only 
actual residents in the State or Terri- 
tory in which a olai'n is situated shall 
be exempt from assessment work. 


SILVER has dropped 2J. the ounce in 


the. English market since repeal be- 
came certain. It exhibited- its unflt- 
neas as money by declining in value in 
the face of adverse legislation.—San 
Fraiiciscu Bulletin. 


As wheat dropped two cents a bushel 


in Chicago as soon as the repeal bill 
passed, according to the Bulletin'* 
reason it exhibited its unfltness as 
breadstuff. 
Gold also exhibited its 


unfitness as money two months ago in 
New York city when a premium of from 
one to three per cent in gold coins was 
offe:ed for silver dollars. 


SENATOR STEWART is determined to 


keep the silver question alive in the 
Senate. He has introduced a bill for 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. The bill provides that sil- 
ver bullion of a certain fineness may 
be deposited in the mint ia exchange 
for silver dollars or treasury notes, 
which notes are redeemable in silver 
coin.

A Penniless Man Taltos a Tiiicupful 


Strychnine. 


OAKLAND, November 2.—A roughly 


dressed man, evidently a German, stood 
on the rear platform of the Fruitvale 
and Laundry Farm train shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock this evening and drank a 
tincnpful of strychnine. 
He fell to 


the platform iu convulsions and very 
soon after died in the car, into which 
he hud been removed. Station Agent 
Stone and Albert Berquest, a boy, saw 
him take a bottle containing the strych- 
nine from his pocket, pour its contents 
into the cup and very coolly drain it 
to the dregs, 


Not a cent of money was found on 


his person. He wrote his farewell ad- 
dress to the world on the back of an 
old almanac as follows: "My time has 
nearly come. I am going through the 
dark valley of dead. 


There were also in his pockets two 


receipts, one for poll tax, the other for 
road tax, dated at Santa Cruz on June 
10,1893, and made out to C. Schlepp. 


No Clow to tho Highwaymen. 


VICTORIA, B. C., November 2.—A Col 


unist special from Fort Steele says: No 
clew has yet been secured as to the 
identity of the masked band who held 
up the Chinese camp of miners home- 
ward bound after a clean-up and robbed 
them of $21,000 in dust. It is believed 
the robbers were led bv two Montana 
opium smugglers, ua.neJ. Siefert and 
Kirkpatrick, wi.o uud associated with 
them several residents of the Tobacco 
plains neighborhood. Poor Kogers, 
who had charge of the little band who 
were robbed and who was killed the 
day after the robbery, was buried al 
Windemere, and Bob Thornburv, who 
had been sent to dig the grave, dropped 
dead on the way to the graveyard and 
was buried at the side of Kogers, whose 
last resting place he had been sent to 
prepare. 
The double funeral was 


largely attended, wreaths of wild 
flowers being placed on. the graves by 
miners for miles around and Kecorder 
Goldie reading the burial service. 


An Oregon fugitive Caught.

at Brownsville, was captured at 11 
o'clock to-day in the foothills fifty 
miles northeast of this city by Sheriff 
Scott of this' county and Sheriff C. C. 
Jackson of Oregon. 
Sponogle was 


aided in his escape by people in this 
city. Scott discovered this and forced 
the accessories to reveal their where- 
abouts. Sponogle was pursued and was 
traced to Blair's hog ranch, an out-of- 
way place near the San Joaquin river, 
where he was found at an Indian camp. 
He was brought back here, and Sheriff 
Jackson will leave to-night for Albany, 
Or. Sponogle declines to talk of the 
case.

The full text of the Voorhees bill, 


which has besn signed by the Presi- 
dent and is now a law, is as follows: 


"Be it enacted, etc., That so much of 


the Act, approved July 14, 1890, en- 
titled 'An Act directing the purchase 
of silver builioa and the issue of Treas- 
ury notes thereon, and for other pur- 
poses ' as directs the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase, from time to 
time, silver bullion to the aggregate 
amount of 4,600,000 ounces, or so much 
thereof as may be offered, in each 
month, at the market price thereof, not 
exceeding $1 for 371.25 grains of pure 
silver, and to issue in payment for such 
purchased Treasury notes of the United 
States be, and the same is hereby re- 
pealed. And it is hereby declared to 
be the policy of the United States to 
continue the use of both gold and sil- 
ver as standard money, and to coin 
both gold and silver into money of 
equal intrinsic and unchangeable value, 
such equality to be secured through 
international agreement, or by such 
safeguards of legislation as will insure 
the maintenance of the parity in value 
of the coins of the two metals, and the 
equal power of every dollar at all times 
in the markets and in the payment of 
debts. 
And it is hereby further de- 


clared that the efforts of the Govern- 
ment should be steadily directed to the 
establishment of such a safe system of 
bimetallism as will maintain at all 
times the equal power of every dollar 
coined or issued by the United States 
in the markets and in the payment of 
debts,"

The Thrifty Japanese. 


What is the reason that Japan has no 


poverty problem? One reason is proba- 
bly to be fount! in the land system, 
which has given to every worker a hold- 
ing and encouraged him to supply his 
wants by his own labor. There is, too, 
in Japan a curiotis absence of ostenta- 
tious luxury. 


The habits of living are in all classes 


mnch the same, and the rich do not out 
shine tho poor by carriages, palaces and 
jewelry, The rich spend their money on 
curios, which, if those aro costly, is limit- 
ed, and the most popular agitation is 
against the big European houses which 
ministers build for themselves. Wealthis 
thus not absorbed and ia more ready for 
investment in remunerative labor. The 
last reason which occurs to the mind of a 
traveler with comparatively few oppor- 
tunities for forming opinions is the 
equality of manners in all classes. Rich 
and poor are aliko courteous. It is not 
possible to distinguish employer from 
laborer by their behavior. All are clean: 
all aro easy; all are restrained. 


The governor luts his child go to the 


common school aud sit next to the child 
of the casual laborer, certain that his 
child will pick up no b'ad manners and 
got no contamination in thought or in 
person. This equality enables rich and 
poor to meet as friends, and gifts can 
pass without degradation. The rich no- 
bles in the country, just as the universi- 
ty men with whom we met in Tokio, are 
thus able to give to those whom they 
know to be in need, and friendship be- 
comes the channel of charity. The ques- 
tion is, Will this survive the introduction 
of the industrial system? It is possible 
that some of it may and that Japan may 
teach the west how to deal with the poor. 
—Fortnightly Review. 


The Electric Capstan. 


An expert in railway matters declares 


that tho day is not far distant when the 
switching engine will be entirely done 
away with, its place being taken by the 
electric capstan. The latter is already 
iu use to a certain extent on some of the 
Pennsylvania lines. The motor, which 
actuates the capstan by means of gear- 
ing, runs at tho rate of some 1,800 revo- 
lutions per minute, and the gearing mo- 
tor and switch of the capstan are all con- 
tained in a watertight iron case, the top 
of which comes flush with the ground 
There is a cover to it which is readily re- 
movable, so as to give easy access to the 
motor for oiling and cleaning. The wires 
containing the current for the motor are 
carried through an iron pipe below the 
surface of the ground, and the switch 
for starting and stopping the motor is 
operated readily by the foot of the at- 
tendant in charge iu i^o capstan.—New 
York Sttn.
